A1 Capone’s legendary 
house goes up for auction

MIAMI — Long ago, a legend set- 
tled down around the stalely old hou.se 
on Paint Island: It was A1 Capone's 
secret party house and gambling den, 
the old-timers whispered.

Like some island residents. Like the 
fqnd-raiscrs who held a showy AIDS 
benefit wiili a gangster theme at the 
house a few years ago.
